CANTON, O., March 29.—The Repub- 


lican tariff banquet here tonight wafl a 
political success, 400 guests beicg pres- 
ent from various cities in Ohio. 


The banquet was spread in the taber- 


nacle, a mammoth structure dedicated 
to political purposes In 1884, with & 
epooch by James G. Blaine. - .-The in- 
teiiorof the building was handsomely 
decorated. 


Governor McKioley occupied the posi- 


tion of honor at the first table. Hon. J. 
S. Faeeett was toast master, and at the 
conclusion of the feast he read letters of 
regret from ex-1'reeident Harrison, Sen- 
ator Sherman, G. R. Gibarm of Ohio, 
Hon. J. O. Burrows ol Michit<«n, ex- 
Governor JForaker, ex-Speaker Heed, 
Senator Mamlerson and CnuKresainau 
Dalzell. 


With the exception of that of Senator 


Sherman tho letters oE regret contained 
no significant utterances. Senator Sher- 
man took occasion to discuss tho finan- 
cial question. He said what was needed 
was an honest currency, und bis experi- 
ence had shown him that notes of na- 
tional banks secured by an equal or 
greater amount of United States bonds, 
form the best currency that had been 
devised. "NoteH of the United States/* 
he Bays, "carefully limited in amount 
and backed by the credit of oar whole 
S 


eople, supported with an ample reserve 
i coin, and with clear authority in case

The chief fear is that those notes will 
not be safely restricted by law and their 
credit may be impaired and destroyed 
bv the carrvinRoutof wild and visionary 
notions regarding the coinage of silver." 


The senator expressed the hope, how- 


ever, that the silver coinage delusion baa 
paused away. ID conclusion, he save; 


"The real solution of the silver prob- 


lem is that they put into our silver dol- 
lars enough silver at its market value to 
be equal to the gold dollar, and they 
maintain all forms of money, whether 
coin or notes, of equal and interchange* 
able values." 


Governor McKinloy responded to the 


toast, "Republican Presidents."

P.O. Young or New Lisbon, Hon. J. I. 
Squire, State Senator Gruen nnd Jnmeu 
R. Garfleld alsoppoke. 


Governor McKinloy, in the course of 


his address, reviewed the life cad serv- 
ices of various Republican Presidents. 
Spoukiug of Harrison hs said hie admin- 
istration was pure, vigorous aud patri- 
otic, and his own contemporaries will 
give him his true place in the history of 
the county. "The country," said Mc- 
Kinloy, "needa tho Republican party, 
for ita principles and purposes and poli- 
cies underlie every American interest, 
and allied with its true growth and 
advancement since 1859, aud until now

Professor Davidson Bald last Tuesday 
that he had seen this star exhibit a great 
range- ol color, red and green, and even 
pink—all of these tinges of color being, 
or comae, ouly momentary."

Upon assuming this position Miss 
Barton determined to broaden the ecope 
of the American Ited Cross, and to place 
it upon a permanent fooling. While re- 
taining the original object of relief work 
on the battlefield, she added a eecondary 
mission of relief in the case of fire, fam- 
ine, pestilence, cyclone aud floo.i, where 
local aid was unequal to the calamity. 
It IB for the purpose of furthering thin 
end that the tract of land in Indiana was 
given lo the American National Red 
Cross Association. Munificent as thii 
gift is, ample buildings as well ee sup- 
plies are needed to enable the society to 
render it of practical worth in accom- 
plishing ita designs.

The feature ol the evening was the 
easing by Gin Foo King of a letter from 
(See Kam, a Chinese missionary, giving 
an account of the work iu his district. 
Che letter contained 
many carious 


things. One of the templefl near which 
lie missionaries ore stationed was 
ounded to commemorate the memory of 
i very good woman, who died under a 
arge'pine tree in. that vicinity and 
whose spirit became a goddess. A log of 
the tree waa placed ia the temple for the 
worship of tbe superstitious natives. 


Igiiorauce and supBietition are the 


great obstacles to missionary work in 
China. A 15-year-old boy was brought 
Sy biB parents to the mission for medical 
treatment. 
After taking the doctor's 


medicine he apparently died, and hie 
parents accused the mission doctor ol 
saving poisoned him and demanded that 
he doctor should accompany them to 
'heir house and bring the boy to life 
again. Tho people were very much in- 
censed against him and threatened to 
beat him to death in case of his failure. 
The doctor went to the house, praying 
all tbe way for divine aid, and when he 
arrived at bis destination he found tba 
tho boy was not dead, but in a state o 
oma.

Section 1 provides that the board of 
ducation in any school district in a city 


the fifth class, or of any school die- 


rict which (embraces territory, a por- 
ton of which is without such city of the 
ifth class) may, when in their judgment 
t is advisable, and muet when requested 
by the board of trustees of each city, 
call an election and submit to the elect- 
ors of the district whether the bondi of 
such district shall be iseued and sold for 
be purpose of raising money to pur- 
chase school lots, and for building or 
lurchasine one or more school hqtisiB, 
nd supplying the same with furniture, 
leceesary apparatus, and improving the
